word for him to come to Muskogee or 
Eufaula for a conference. 
Muskogee, I. T., Jan. 25.—The Creek 
uprising is growing in dangerous pro­ 
portions. 
M arshal Bennett has ju st received a 
telegram from Bristow, I. T., announc­ 
ing that 600 armed Creeks stationed two 
miles from there are preparing to attack 
the town and pleading for protection. 
Marshal Bennett and Agent Shoen- 
feldt are swearing in large numbers of 
deputies, whom they are forwarding to 
the scene of trouble. 
It is now feared 
that they will reach town too late, and 
the mayor af Bristow has been instruct 
ed to swear in all the men necessary to 
protect the town.

They call themselves the Choc­ 
taw Snakes. 
They comprise all those 
Indians who are opposed to allotm ent 
and the conflict is between them and 
the treaty Indians. 
W hile noncitizens are not in danger, 
it is stated th at the Snakes have planned 
to destroy all the railroads in their na­ 
tion by burning bridges and section 
bouses on a preconcerted night. 
They have deposed Governor Dukes 
and issued an order to all citizens to 
cease leasing or renting to whites.

first offense they will punish w ith 50 
lashes; they say ears will be cut off for 
tho second offense and death for the 
third. 
They have organized and have 
leaders in every Choctaw county and 
claim to have a membership of 2600.

Some vigorous local objections are be­ 
ginning to be heard to the importation 
of negro labor, as it is feared that some 
of the criminal experiences of the south­ 
ern states may be repeated here if ne­ 
groes are brought in large numbers.

authority which can legislate and con­ 
trol corporal iou of concerns, regulate 
mining claims, dispose o f public lands 
and perform other functions not vested 
in either military or legislative author­ 
ities. 
The petitioners state the time is ripe 
for a general civil government, the es­ 
tablishment of which will win over 
those favoring insurrection, while at the 
same time it will encourage the natives 
to subscribe in favor of a settled gov­ 
ernment in the Philippines under Amer­ 
ican sovereignty. 
Members of the commission while de­ 
sirous that the full quota of troops con­ 
tinue here, will recommend the passage 
of the Spooner bill.

cified under the Spanish law. 
Mr. Rice 
was summoned to the office pf the gov­ 
ernor general’s military secretary and 
called upon to promise that he would 
publish no more such articles. 
Ho de 
dined to give such a pledge, but in-1 
sisted that the article was truthful and 
t<x»k up a defiant attitude when he was 
threatened with deportation. 
When seeu iu jail he reiterated his 
statement that the charges were true 
aud declared that in any event the se-J 
verity of the sentence was unmerited. 
Rice came originally from Redwing, I 
Minn., and was formerly a member of 
the Minnesota volunteer.

Washington, Jan. 2*7. —- By a party 
vote of 9 to 9 the house committee on 
coinage has ordered a favorable report 
on the bill of Representative Hill of 
Connecticut, “to maintain the silver 
dollar at a parity with gold.” 
The bill is as follows: 
“ Be it enacted, etc., that the secretary 
of the treasury is hereby authorized to 
ooin the silver bullion purchased under 
the act of July 14, 1890, iuto such de­ 
nominations of subsidiary silver ooin as 
he may deem necessary to meet public 
requirements and thereafter as public 
necessities may demand, to recoin silver 
dollars into subsidiary coin, and so 
much of any act as fixes a limit to the 
aggregate of subsidiary silver outstand­ 
ing and as mach of any act as directs 
the coinage of any portion of the bullion 
purchased under the act of July 14,1890,1 
into standard silver dollars is hereby 
repealed. 
“The secretary of the treasury is here- * 
by directed to maintain at all times at 
parity with gold the legal tender silver 
dollars remaining outstanding: and to ! 
that end he is hereby directed to ex- 
change gold for legal tender silver dol­ 
lars when presented to the treasury in 
the sum of $5 or any multiple thereof, 
and all provisions of law for the use or 
maintenance of reserve fund in the 
treasury relative to United States notes 
are in the discretion of the set to tare of 
the treasury hereby made applicable to 
the exchange of legal tender silver del 
lars.”

He died at the end of about half ail 
hour. Deceased had recently invested 
his money in a business enterprise and 
lost it.
